ERICSSON HEARS ATTACK 


Two City Departments in Row for 
First Time Under Mayor 
Harrison. 


FIGHTS TRANSFER OF INSPECTORS 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

City Health Commissioner Young yester- 
day opened fire on the building department. 
Not before in a Harrison administration has 
one department head talked so plainly in pub- 
lic to another department chief as Dr. Young 
did to Building Commissioner Ericsson. 

Dr. Young charged the building depart- 
ment with worse than inefficiency, referred 
to its mutilated records,” and accused it 
of failure to correct structural defects in 
“scores and scores and scores of cases.“ 

He significantly added that the health de- 
partment does not specify a particular 
type of ventilator’ for buildings. Whether 
this last jab was intended for the building 
department or certain aldermen, Dr. Young 
did not explain. 

Dr. Young asserted emphatically and re- 
peatedly he is prepared to prove with “facts 
and figures and indisputable records” all 
he had said. 


Health Recommendations Often Ignored 

“Of the building violations which the 
health department has referred to the build- 
ing department, 68 per cent of the buildings 
have been completed without requiring the 
changes to be made, said Dr. Young. at the 
climax ‘of his speech. 

The health commissioner made his attack 


| certain inspec- 
tors from the health to the building depart- 
patil 
It is contended in certain quarters that 
the health inspectors duplicate the work of 
the building inapectors. Dr. Young con- 
tended this is untrue. He held that the 
health inspectors supplement the work of the 
building inspectors. 


“Overlap Like a Shingle,” 
“They overlap like a shingle roof over- 
laps,” explained the health commissioner. 


|“ Of course, some might contend shingles 


should be placed on a roof end toend. 

“I don’t appear as the representative of 
the health department. I come in behalf of 
the 2,000,000 people who will have to live in 
the kind of houses that those who are back- 
ing this resolution for the transfer of in- 
spectors want to construct. The building de- 
partment never has stopped them. The 
health department can and will. That is all 
I have to say.“ 

Chairman Walkowiak of the subcommittee 
requested some detalis. The health commis- 
sioner consented to goon. He said: 

“I am here to oppose a proposed action 
with facts and figures when no one has ap- 
peared in support of the action with any- 
thing except conversation, expressions of 
opinion, and various misrepresentations. 


Cites Mayor’s Attitude. 

It has been said the mayor urged in his 
annual message this proposed change. He 
said nothing remotely resembling that. He 
quoted the recommendation of the bullding 
commissioner without approving, indorsing, 
or recommending it. 

What is the use of talking about duplica- 
tion of inspection? We have plumbing in- 
spectors who must go inside the buildings 
to perform their work.“ 

Then he gave some information which in- 
dicated gertain building inspectors have not 
gone within a block of the buildings they 
were supposed to inspect. 


Typical Case of Violation. 


“A person took out a permit to alter a 
barn, went on Commissioner Young. “ He 


‘built three flats and two stores on that per- 


mit. Another man took out a permit to re- 
pair the foundation of a house. He built 
three flats instead. Some of the rooms had 
fifty-four square feet instead of eighty, as 
the ordinances require. 

Did the finding of those hurt anybody? 
Possibly the building department. Perhaps 
the architect and contractor. Not the people 
who will live in the buildings. 

„The fire prevention bureau welcomes our 
reports on violations. The fire bureau men 
say their work would be easy if they got the 
same codperation from other departments,

department finds a building violation should 
he forget it or should he do the reprehensible 
act of reporting it to the building depart-

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GREEKS CAPTURE 
50,000 BULGARS? 


London and Berlin Papers 
Hear Rumor; No Official 
Report from Athens. 


MT. BELISSI PASSES WON. 


LONDON, July 11, 8 a. m.—Rumors ere 
published in Berlin and, according to the 
Daily T ph’s correspondent at Athens, 
ere, that Gen. Ivanoff with 
50,000 Bulgarians was forced to surrender 
near Demirhissar, where fighting was pro- 
ceeding for the possession of a railway 
bridge over the Struma river, 

A later Athens dispatch to the Telegraph 
says that no confirmation of this can be ob- 
tained and an official report issued at Athens, 
although it mentions the fighting at Demi 
hissar, says nothing of the surrender. 


Criticise Work of Daneff. 

Dispatches from the European capitals 
published in London severely criticise Pre- 
mier Darieff's overbearing policy as being 
the cause of the Bulgarians’ defeat, and his 
speedy downfall is predicted. 

According to the Constantinople corre- 
spondent of the Telegraph Dr. Daneff adopt- 
ed the same policy with Turkey, The cor- 
respondent adds that unless M. Natchevitch 
consents immediately to evacuation the porte 
will after twenty-four hours’ notice order 
the Ottoman troops to drive out the Bul- 
garians. 

It is expected that Roumania’s first step 
will be the occupation of the 2,500 square 
miles of territory which she claims from 
Bulgaria as compensation for her neutrality 
in the late war. This strip extends from Tur- 
tukai to Baltchik on the Black sea and in- 

ludes the city of Silistria. 

’ A Saloniki dispatch to the Times declares 
a column of Bulgarians endeavoring to pass 
Petrich was repulsed by the Greeks, who 
captured fifteen guns. The Servian occupa- 
tion of Radoviche is confirmed and the Bul- 
garian retreat from Istip, therefore, is cut 
off. 
Rip Open Bulgar Lines. 

ATHENS, July 10.—Official ‘dispatches re- 
port that the continued pursuit of the Bul- 
garians and a desperate battle in the passes 
of Mount Beliss! and on the road from Doiran 
to Strumitza, which resulted in complete vic- 
tory for the Greeks and the rout of the Bul- 
garians. 

The capture of these passes was a dis- 
aster for the Bulgarians because it enabled 
the Greeks to attack the rear of the Bul- 
garian fourth army corps, which had its 
front fortified against the Servians. 

The Bulgarians hastily abandoned their 
fortified positions in front of Istip and fled 
headlong form the furious assault of the 
Greek infantry, which captured nine guns. 
The Greeks pursued the enemy unchecked 
as far as Strumitzea. 

On the extreme left the Greeks today at- 
tacked the Bulgarians near Demizhissir. 

A Greek naval force today occupied the 
seaport of Kavala on the Atgean sea, hither- 
to in the hands of the Bulgariana The yal- 
deg ee ene be oo mci asl gt een i 
sion of by Greek troops. 


Roumania to Invade Bulgaria. 

BUCHAREST, July 10.—The Roumanian 
government has issued orders o the army 
to invade Buigaria tomorrow, and has in- 
structed the Roumanian minster at Sofia to 
notify the Bulgarian government of this de- 
cision, 

Troops Cross Frontier. 

VIENNA, July 10.—Roumanian troops be- 
gan to cross the Bulgarian frontier at 4 
o’clock this afternoon, according to late ad- 
vices received here. 

France has undertaken to negotiate with 
Bervia and Greece on behalf of Bulgaria to 
ascertain what terms of peace can be ar- 
ranged. 

Servians Continue to Win. 

BELGRADE, Jily 10.—The Bulgarian 
troops continued to retire, closely pursued by 


important town some miles to the east, but 
the Servian cavalry drove them out of this 
strategic position yesterday. The Bulgarians 
fied precipitately, leaving the dead and 
wounded, and throwing away rifles, ammun!- 
tion, and food. 

Reports are current that e great battle

It was known that the Servians had 
established themselves in the Osogovo moun- 
tains, whence they contemplated an advance 
into Bulgaria, but it is considered doubtful 
that the Servian commanders would attack 
Kustendil until they had permitted their 
troops to rest. 
Bulgaria Appeals to Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 10.—Buigaria 
has placed itself unreservedly in the hands 
of Russia with the view of bringing about 
a cessation of hostilities in the Balkans and 
in order to prevent further bloodshed, ac- 
cording to an announcement made here to- 
day, apparently on L authority.

They told me to come down here to look at 
the body of a girl they had found in the lake. 
I know it isn’t Mabel—I know before I look 
that she can't be my daughter—but the police- 
men want me to look and see.“ 


Views Body of Young Girl. 

In the morgue of the establishment lay 
the body of a young girl. It had been recov- 
ered yesterday morning in the basin of the 
Columbia Yacht club on the lake front at 
the foot of Randolph street. There were no 
marks of violence on the body and the police 
laid the girl's death to accident or suicide.

The ostensible purpose of the summoning 
of these witnesses is to shed light upon the 
alleged efforts of the National Association 
of Manufacturers to bribe Mr. Gompers and 
otherwise make ineffective the measures 
taken by labor in behalf of its people. 

But their presence will furnish an oppes 
tunity for a thorough inquiry into what the 
American Federation of Labor has done te 
force senators, congressmen, and legislators 


lieve that the exposure of the labor 
and its methods will show them to be es 
black as the association. 

It is the earnest desire of the association 
that its counsel, former Attorney General 
Robert McCarter of New Jersey, be given 
an opportunity to cross examine Mr. Gom- 
pera, Mr. Mitchell, and others. Application 
will be made for this permission, but whether 
it will be granted or not is still an open 
question. 

Besides subpeening the labor leaders re-

Mr. Jacobs of the efficiency bureau replied 
that was one of the reasons.

JOHNSON MENAGE 


Fugitive Pugilist Forced to 
Visit Three Before Secur- 
ing Accommodation. 


TELLS How HR GOT AWAY. 


Declares He Departed from Chi- 
cago with Negro Base- 
ball Club. 


PARIS, July 10. Jack Johnson, negro 
pugilist, his wife and nephew arrived here 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon, leaving twenty- 
two trunks, containing 2,500 pounds of their 
effects, to follow them. They went to the

After they had been settled in the hotel 
Johnson received the newspaper men in a fine 
sitting room on the first floor. He described 
with infinite zest how he escaped from Chi- 
cago. He says he mingled with a negro base- 
ball team which was leaving the city after 
having played a match. He secured an unoc- 
cupied seat in their car and a good friend of 
his at Toronto arranged the rest He met 
him at Hamilton and took him in an automo- 
bile to Toronto. 


Waxes Wroth Against U. 8. 

The negro pugilist was indignant over the 
treatment he received in America and said 
a black man has no chance to get justice 
there. He tried to make out a strong case 
of his innocence of any white slavery, which 
he said he was prepared to prove when he 
unpacked his trunks and- exhibited five vol- 
umes of the testimony taken in his case. He 
said that if he loses his appeal he will carry 
his case to a higher court. 

He deciares that his prosecution in Chi- 
cago was an attempt to railroad him out of 
the championship by giving him a term of 
imprisonment. He répeated the statement 
he made at Havre, that he has no intention 
of returning to America, and added: ‘I shall 
never fight there again. 

Later when seen at Terminus hotel at 
midnight and told of the statement published 
in New York today that he never would re- 
turn to America he said: /‘ That isn’t true. 
I'll go back when they want me.“

TO PROSECUTE FLIGHT ABETTORS. 

An investigation to determine whether any 
one assisted Jack Johnson, negro pugilist, 
in leaving the jurisdiction of the United 
States District court, pending the appeal 
of his one year’s penitentiary sentence for 
violating the Mann act, will be started by the 
department of justice. 

It was declared probable yesterday that 
District Attorney Wilkerson will have 
charge of the inquiry. Should it be found 
the black pugilist was aided in his plan to 
elude the government officers the persons 
who assisted him probably will be proceeded 
against by grand jury action. Assistance of 
this character, according to the government, 
constitutes a crime and is punishable under 
the law prohibiting obstruction of the ad- 
ministration of justice.

The suicide of Dr. F. M. Madison, who 
hanged himself in a San Diego [Cal.} prison 
last Wednesday, after confessing he had

The physician had lived on t block-long 
street twenty odd years ago. With him dwelt 
@ girl of 10 or 12 years, whom he introduced 
as his adopted daughter. She was a cripple 
and could not leave the house, so her foster 
father invited the children of the neighbor- 
hood to his residence, bought her toys, and 
gave her parties. 


Tragedy of Adopted Daughter. 

One night when he was attending to a pa- 
tient in another part of the city, the story 
goes, the little cripple suddenly felt herself 
grow strong. She from her bed, and, 
trying to walk in the dari plunged head- 
foremost down a flight of stairs. Dr. Madi- 
son, arriving home an hout after, found her 
dead. 
The shock affected his reason, apparently. 
He didn’t seem the same to neighbors, after 
the funeral, though he continued to live in 
the house. One day he told Fred Horton, 
8248 Graves court, he was going away be- 
cause of consumption. He would buy a berth 
on a Pacific Mail steamer and sail between 
Honolulu and San Francisco for several 
years until he had regained his health, he 
said. 


Then His House Burns. 

It was in 1890, shortly after this conversa- 
tion, that the Madison residence was found 
aflame. It was destroyed almost before the 
firemen got there, and a little while later the 
doctor left the community. Several years 
after a man named Nelson heard from him, 
He had recovered and was living in Hono- 
lulu. That was the last Graves court heard of 
Madison. 

“It may be that the blow of his adopted 
daughter's death completely destroyed the 
man’s reason, said Mr. Horton, and that 
his insanity expressed itself in arson.” 

Dr. Madison had been arrested for the 
murder of his former housekeeper, Mrs. C. 
F. Burns. He admitted many crimes of ar- 
gon in his “awful lifetime,” but denied he 
had killed the woman.

She does not believe he 
is immortal and looks back with regret on 
the care lavished on him and his three sons 
by a former marriage unless she can learn 
what the paper is. She asks to have it pro- 
duced in court and nullified if it be what she 
fears it is.

When the summer's abundance of lettuce 
comes we can well afford to cook a green thing 
that is soft, and savory, and delicious if rightly 
prepared, The head lettuce is, perhaps, the best, 
if we wish to put into a lettuce sphere a little 
stuffing of meat, but the vigorous leaf lettuce, 
grown out of doors, can be used in the same 
Way. 

COOKED LETTUCE.—Wash thoroughly after 
taking off only the coarest lea and those 
which are in any way defective. lanch in boil- 
ing, salted water, boiling from five to seven 
minutes, and then drain. Lay each head, or 
bunch, on a board and split. If the heads are 
large, they may be cut into four parts. Fill 
each of these parts with a tablespoon or so of 
some dainty and well seasoned chopped meat. 
Roll up and tie. Put close together in a sauce- 
pan. Add whatever vegetables you wish for 
seasoning, and then add butter and water to 
cover, or, better, some meat stock. Slices of 
carrot, onion, a little bouquet of herbs, etc., may 
be added and the ole cooked over a gentle 
fire. Scraps of meat may be added to give 
flavor to this little, agreeable stew. The lettuce, 
without any stuffing, but rolled into spheres, 
may be cooked after blanching with some agree- 
able flavoring of vegetables.
